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InttXKiuction 

In  most  occupations,  employers  and  consumers  decide  who  is  qualified  to  do  a  particular  job.  In 
some  occupations,  professional  associations  and  trade  organizations  adopt  certification  standards 
for  their  members  and  encourage  employers  and  consumers  to  use  people  who  have  that  certifica- 
tion. In  a  few  occupations,  the  legislature  or  Congress  sets  standards;  those  occupations  are 
usually  ones  that  affect  public  health,  safety,  or  welfare. 

Licensing,  certification,  and  registration  are  three  methods  of  indicating  the  qualifications  of 
people  to  perform  in  certain  occupations.  These  terms  are  frequently  used  interchangeably,  but 
for  purposes  of  this  publication  they  are  defined  as  follows: 

Licensing 

You  must  have  a  license  to  work  in  some  occupations.  Licensure  requires  any  individual  who 
wants  to  work  in  that  occupation  to  obtain  permission  (a  license)  from  a  specific  agency  desig- 
nated by  law  to  issue  the  license.  Dentists  and  electricians  are  examples  of  occupations  requiring 
a  license  in  Montana. 

A  license  is  the  most  restrictive  method  of  regulation.  To  obtain  a  license  an  individual  usually 
must  complete  certain  training,  receive  supervised  experience,  pass  an  examination,  and  pay  a 
licensing  fee.  Licensing  requirements  must  be  met  before  the  individual  may  practice  the  occupa- 
tion in  the  state. 

Certification 


Many  professional  associations  and  trade  organizations  have  their  own  procedures  for  certifying 
members  who  meet  certain  standards.  In  some  cases,  the  legislature  limits  the  use  of  certain  titles 
to  people  who  meet  specific  certification  standards.  Certification  does  not  legally  prevent  other 
people  from  engaging  in  the  occupation;  however,  only  certified  people  may  use  the  certified 
title.  For  example,  a  firm  can  hire  anyone  to  do  accounting  work,  but  only  people  with  certifi- 
cates can  call  themselves  "Certified  Public  Accountants." 

To  obtain  cerrification,  an  individual  usually  must  meet  certain  training  and  experience  require- 
ments and  pass  an  examination. 


Registration 


Occupational  registries  are  hsts  of  people  who  have  submitted  applications  and  been  accepted  for 
the  occupational  roster.  Requirements  for  registradon  are  usually  less  restrictive  than  for  licens- 
ing or  certification,  and  may  consist  only  of  character  references  and  bonding. 

Occupational  registries  are  usually  maintained  by  professional  associations  and  trade  organiza- 
tions, but  s<:)me  are  maintained  by  governmental  agencies. 


More  than  40  agencies  license  occupations  in  Montana.  Many  of  those  agencies  are  in  the  Profes- 
sional and  Occupational  Licensing  Bureau;  however,  the  individual  licensing  boards  set  their 
own  rules  and  regulations. 

This  guide,  Licensed  Occupations  in  Montana,  was  prepared  jointly  by  the  Montana  State  Occupa- 
tional Information  Coordinating  Committee  and  the  Montana  Career  Information  System  to 
provide  one  convenient  source  of  basic  information  about  occupational  licenses  in  Montana. 
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This  publication  provides  information  for  52  occupations  requiring  licensure  by  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana and  six  requiring  licensure  by  the  United  States.  It  outlines  the  minimum  requirements  for 
obtaining  and  renewing  licenses,  and  it  identifies  fees  associated  with  licensure.  It  also  provides 
the  names,  addresses,  and  telephone  numbers  of  the  agencies  to  contact  for  more  detailed  infor- 
mahon  and  applications. 

The  information  is  presented  for  a  person  initially  entering  the  occupation  in  Montana.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  procedures  described  here,  most  of  the  occupations  may  also  be  licensed  through 
reciprocity,  an  agreement  whereby  a  valid  license  in  an  occupation  from  another  state  automati- 
cally qualifies  a  person  for  a  license  in  Montana  upon  payment  of  the  appropriate  fees. 

Only  occupational  licenses  and  required  certifications  issued  by  Montana  state  or  U.S.  govern- 
ment agencies  are  included  in  this  publication.  The  following  types  of  licenses,  certifications,  and 
registrations  are  not  included  because  they  are  optional  or  because  they  apply  to  only  selected 
areas  of  the  state. 

Optional  Certifications  or  Registrations 

Many  professional  associations  and  trade  organizations  provide  optional  certification  or 
registration  to  those  members  who  apply  and  meet  certain  requirements.  These  have  been  ex- 
cluded because  they  are  not  required  to  engage  in  an  occupation. 

Locally  Licensed  Occupations 

Cities,  towns,  or  counties  sometimes  license  or  register  people  who  work  or  live  within  that 
area.  They  are  not  included  because  requirements  do  not  apply  uniformly  across  the  state. 

Business  Licenses 

Only  licenses  for  occupations  arc  included.  Thus,  while  licensing  information  is  included  for 
cosmetologists,  information  on  how  to  license  beauty  shops  is  not.  Business  licenses  general- 
ly do  not  require  the  advance  preparation  needed  for  an  occupational  license,  and  primarily 
serve  to  register  the  business.  Licenses  required  for  specific  business  activities  associated 
with  an  occupation  are  also  excluded,  so  the  license  required  of  contractors  to  work  on  public 
projects  (i.e.  work  as  public  contractors)  is  not  included. 


This  guide  was  compiled  from  Montana  statutes  and  administrative  procedures,  and  the  infomna- 
tion  was  reviewed  by  staff  of  the  relevant  boards  and  commissions.  Its  purpose  is  to  highlight 
the  major  requirements  and  proccKlures,  not  to  describe  all  of  the  licensing  procedures.  Also, 
licensing  fees  arc  subject  to  change.

Agency  names,  addresses,  and  telephone  numbers  apf>ear  in  this 
guide. 
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Accountants  and  Auditors 


Accountants  and  auditors  compile  and  analyze  business  records  and  prepare  financial  reports  used  by 
management  to  make  decisions.  They  design  accounting  systems  and  procedures,  and  hdp  managers  in 
program  management.  They  review  returns  on  investments  and  make  financial  recommendations.

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Acupuncturists 


Acupuncturists  treat  health  disorders  and  their  symptoms  through  the  use  of  needles.  They  review 
patients'  medical  histories  and  physicians'  diagnoses  to  determine  the  symptoms  and  disorders  to  be 
treated.  Then,  using  their  knowledge  of  body  locations  connected  with  certain  symptoms  and  disorders, 
they  mechanically,  thermally,  or  electrically  stimulate  these  areas  with  needles.

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Blasters 

Blasters  prepare,  place,  and  set  off  explosives  to  fracture  rock  and  make  the  rock  easier  to  remove.  They 
study  nxk  formations  to  determine  the  amount,  type,  and  location  of  the  explosive  charge.  They  marie  the 
pattern  of  drill  holes  or  provide  drilling  instructions  for  the  depth  and  placement  of  the  blast  holes.  They  in- 
sert, pack,  or  pour  explosives  such  as  dynamite  into  tlie  blast  holes,  position  the  blasting  cap,  connect  the 
wires,  and  cover  the  charge.  After  assuring  that  safety  laws  are  observed  and  that  the  area  is  clear  of 
workers,  they  set  off  the  blast.  Blasters  also  keep  records  of  the  blasts  and  an  inventory  of  bbsting  supplies.

Qiiropractors  diagnose  and  treat  spinal  and  other  health  disorders  to  help  their  patients  regain  and  main- 
tain good  health.  Their  treatments  emphasize  the  ftinction  of  the  nervous  system  as  it  relates  to  health  and 
disease.  Methods  of  treatment  vary;  most  manually  adjust  parts  of  the  body,  especially  the  spine,  as 
primary  therapy.  Chiropractors  also  use  water,  light,  heat,  ultrasound,  and  electric  therapy.  They  use  physi- 
cal examinations,  laboratory  studies,  and  x-rays  to  aid  in  their  diagnoses.

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Counselors 


Counselors  help  people  make  decisions  about  their  educations,  careers,  and  p>ersonal  lives.  Counselors  col- 
lect and  analyze  information  about  their  clients  from  interviews,  aptitude  and  other  tests,  and  school 
records.  They  may  specialize  in  a  particular  type  of  counseling  or  work  setting.  School  counselors  deal 
with  the  personal,  social,  and  educational  development  of  students.  Vocational  rehabilitation  counselors 
help  disabled  persons  to  prepare  for  careers  and  to  live  as  indepxmdently  as  possible.  Career  planning  and 
placement  counselors  and  employment  counselors  provide  information  to  their  clients  to  help  them  plan 
their  careers. 


Only  those  counselors  representing  themselves  as  professional  counselors  or  working  in  public  schools  or 
programs  or  private  schools  accredited  by  the  state  are  required  to  be  licensed  in  Montana.

Emergency  medical  technicians  give  immediate  care  to  critically  ill  or  injured  people  and  may  transport 
them  to  hospitals.  They  determine  the  natiire  and  extent  of  illness  or  injury  and  provide  first  aid  and  other 
emergency  medical  care  to  stabilize  the  patient's  conditioa  Emergency  medical  technicians  (EMTs)  ex- 
annine  patients,  take  vital  signs,  and  get  medical  histories.  They  also  administer  drugs,  lift  and  carry 
patients  on  stretchers  to  the  air±)ulance,  and  radio  information  about  patients'  condition  to  medical  person- 
nel at  the  hospital.  EMTs  spend  most  of  their  time  on  tasks  such  as  transferring  patients  from  hospitals  to 
nursing  homes.  They  also  write  reports,  replace  supplies,  and  inspect  and  maintain  the  ambulance  and 
medical  equipment. 


EMT  certification  is  not  required  to  work  in  an  ambulance  in  Montana;  however,  many  commercial  and 
hospital  or  civic  ambulances  do  require  at  least  one  EMT  on  board.

To  ensure  the  cleanliness  of 
food,  they  observe  its  handling  in  restaurants,  food  processing  plants,  dairies,  hospitals,  schools,  and  other 
institutions.  To  control  fX)llution  and  prevent  disease,  tliey  inspect  the  treatmcTit  and  disposal  of  sewage, 
garbage,  and  industrial  waste.

Drivers  must  maneuver  their  vehicles  into  tight  parking  spaces,  through  narrow  alleys  and  driveways,  and 
up  to  loading  platforms.  They  also  may  load  and  imload  materials,  receive  payment  for  goods,  and  keep 
receipts  and  records  of  deliveries.  Long  haul  truck  drivers  may  drive  distances  ranging  from  hundreds  to 
thousands  of  miles  from  home.  Before  starting  out,  drivers  receive  orders,  pick  up  report  fomis,  and  in- 
spect their  trucks  and  loads.  While  on  the  road  they  may  make  niinor  truck  rep»irs. 


Only  drivers  of  trucks  with  gross  vehicle  weights  exceeding  26,000  pounds  or  trucks  used  to  transport 
hazardous  materials  are  required  to  obtain  a  commercial  vehicle  operator's  license  in  Montana.
